Behavior at Table. 


Etiquette nt the t.Uilo should be very 


closely observed, for (here is nothing that 
marks the well bred HO much as manners 
at table. There are so many little points 
to lie observed that unless a person is ha- 
bitually accustomed to observe them, he 
unconsciously commit? £tmie. error, or will 
appear awkward and constrained upon oc- 
casions when it is important to be nt ease. 
To be fully at ease at such times is only 
acquired by the habitual practice of good 
manners at the table, and is the result of 
proper home training. It is only by the 
constant practice of the rules of good be- 
havior at home that good manners become 
easy when one goes abroad. 


On taking seats at the table, nn easy up- 


right position is the proper one. The feet 
should rest on the floor, and one should 
sit far enough from her plate to enable her 
to handle her knife and fork with ease. 
The elbows should bo held as closely to 
the. sides as is compatible with grace and 
ensp, and only the wrist moved in using 
tlie knife, fork, etc. The handle of the 
knife should repose in the center of the 
hand,and no part of the hand should touch 
the knife above the handle. In using a 
fork, only half of the handle is covered by 
the hand. If bread or a roll is in the nap- 
kin it should be placed on the left hand, 
and unfolding the napkin, place that on 
the lap; do not tuck in tbe neck or dress 
under any circumstances. After this, if 
you have worn gloves, remove them.— 
Housekeeper's Weekly.

Waste Baskets. 


An almost indispensable article in every 


room is a waste basket, and when a very 
pretty and serviceable one can be made at 
a cost not to exceed twenty-five cents there 
is no good reason for going without it. 


An ordinary half bushel peach basket, 


which will cost about five cents if there 
are not half a dozen about the house that 
one is glad to be rid of. This may be lined 
with colored cambric, fastened in place by 
upholstery tacks. The outside should be 
covered with cambric of contrasting color, 
or the same if preferred. The outside can 
be shirred on and finished with loops and 
ends of worsted braid to match in color. A 
basket of this sort lined with cambric and 
painted on the outside is very pretty, or the 
outside may be gilded. 


Another useful and very durable recep- 


tacle is made from an ordinary butter tub, 
A very pretty one is made by painting the 
inside and the outside of the tub a pure 
white. When thoroughly dry, finish the 
hoops in gold paint. Afake holes in either 
side, and put in handles of manila rope 
painted and gilded and with tassels of the 
rope fringed at the ends. A pretty style 
has three or four rows of holes all around 
through which ropes are passed, loops be 
ing left for handles. The ropes are gilded

kitchen on the east side where women may 
learn the art of economy in cooking. Mi- 
Edward Atkinson, the New England econo 
mist, delivered two lectures iu the hall at 
Columbia college on the art, and he illus- 
trated them with ovens and dinner pails 
which he has invented, and which he be- 
lieves will revolutionize the art and will 
solve social questions that are now troub- 
ling the people. The philanthropist was 
one of tlie, Mr. Atkinson's audience, and 
he subscribed the money the day after the 
first lecture, it being understood that the 
kitchen was to be stocked with the Atkin- 
son ovens. 


Mr. Atkinson calls his oven theAladdin, 


and it is to solve social problems by reduc- 
ing the cost of living. The average amount 
spent for food by people in the United 
States is fifty cents a day each. Mr. At- 
kinson snj-s that nt present prices for food 
products it is impossible for a person to eat 
more than twenty-five cents' worth of food 
n day, and that every cent that is spent 
over that amount is deliberately wasted. 


He says that the working man who now 


spends *2 or «2 50 a week for his food can 
have just as much to eat for one dollar, 
and can have more nutritious food at the 
same time, if he practices economy in buy- 
ing and cooking, while the wealthy man 
who spends fabulous amounts for his food 
can cut his expenses down nearly one-half, 
and can have in suV/stancewhathe hoanow. 


THE ALADDIN OVEN. 


"Nine-tenths of the people in the United 


States," says Mr. Atkinson, "spend one- 
half their income annually for food, and 
exactly one-half of that amount is wasted." 


Mr. Atkinson is a practical man and is 


not given to dreaming. He has studied 
economy ia food the past six years. He 
has practiced what he now preaches, nnd 
lias cut his own food expenditure down 
one-half. At the same time he eats just as 
much food as he used to, and says he is 
more healthy than he used to be, because 
his food is properly cooked. 


He invented liis Aladdin oven for the 


benefit of humanity and for no desire for 
gain. He did not patent it at first. He 
tried to give his idea away to capitalists 
who would agree to build the ovens and to 
sell them at just a trifle over the actual 
cost of making. He found no one who was 
willing to do it. 


No capitalist could understand how a 


man would give away a valuable thing. 
They argued that because he wanted to 
give it away it could not be of value. 


Finally he had it patented, and then he 


succeeded in getting a firm in Brookline 
to take hold of it and build it on shares. 
All the professor's shareof the profits from 
the manufacture and sale he has agreed to 
devote to building kitchens and to other 
charitable objects, the ultimate result of 
which is to teach economy. 


A CHEAP DINNER. 


Mr. Atkinson says that all meat cooked 


a sufficient length of time in a regular 
temperature will become tender, and there- 
in lies the secret of food economy. Beef, 
he says, from the neck of a cow, sold by 
butchers at three cents a pound, is as 
nutritive as that taken from what is con- 
sidered the choicest parts. A roast taken 
from tlie toughest part of the rump is as 
nutritive and has as fine a flavor as the 
choicest prime rib roast. But meat from 
the neck and the tough part of the rump 
cannot be eaten because it is impossible to 
masticate it if it is cooked in the ordinary 
way. 
Properly cooked in the Aladdin 


oven it becomes teuder and as good to eat 
ns tbe choice cuts. 


At his two lectures Mr. Atkinson ha<3 


five ovens full of food. In one there was a 
four-course dinner sufficient to feed ten 
persons. It consisted of soup, flsb, beel 
from thu neck, with tomato sauce, pota- 
toes and pudding nnd coffee. It was eaten 
with relish by the audience. The meat 
was certainly tender and the flavor was 
fine. After it had been eaten the professor 
said that the whole meal had cost $1.80, or 
13 cents each for ten persons. 


In the other ovens there was rump roast 


beef and prime roast. They tasted alike, 
and the rnmp was as tender as the prime 
rib. There was a steak two inches thick 
cooked rare. Half a dozen other hinds of 
meat and some chickens, which Mr. Atkin- 
son said he had purchased for eight cents a 
pound with a guarantee that they were not 
less than six years old. The meat was as 
tender as that of a young fowl. 


There were stews and onions and peas 


and hams and tongues and three or four 
kinds of puddings. The onions and pud- 
dings had been cooked in the same oven, 
but neither tasted of the other. They had 
simply been cooked in covered dishes. The 
four course dinner, all cooked at one time 
in one oven, was also cooked i ncovcred 
dishes. 
In all there was 200 pounds of 


food in the five ovens. It was all eaten on 
the spot. 


EASE IN COOKING. 


"With the Aladdin oven," said Mr. At- 


kinson, in conversation with a reporter, 
"all that is necessary Is to prepare the 
food and put it in the oven. If the meal is 
to be served in two hours the lamp may be 
turned high, and things will be done in 
that time. If it is not to be served for five 
hours the lamp may be turned lower. 


"The cook is the regulator of her own 


heat. She can put dinner on at breakfast 
time and leave it all day to cook. At din- 
ner time, when she opens her oven, the 
dinner will be ready to serve, no care hav- 
ing been wasted on it in watching it. 
There is not sufficient heat in the oven to 
burn things, and there is never any waste 
that way. 


"I believe that my mission here on earth 


is to teach how to cook and economize. I 
shall continue at my v.-ork. I believe that 
every high institution of learning should 
have connected with it a cooking labora- 
tory, and that every agricultural station In 
America should have a department where 
the people can go and receive instruction 
in the art of economy in cooking. This 
oven is a step In the right direction. It 
was invented for the people." 


Besides the establishment of the kitchen 


on the east side there is a plan on foot to 
start restaurants in the neighborhood of 
factories and stores where a large number 
of persons are employed, and where work- 
ing people can get substantial meals for 
from three to five cents, or for less than 
they could buy and cook the food for. 
Professor Thomas Eggleston, of Columbia 
college, who devotes much of his time to 
work of this kind, la engineering the 
scheme, and he will very likely be success- 
ful ia carrying it through.—New York 
Sun. 


Tlie Mocking Ilird. 


Tho. mocking bird belongs to the grea 


thrush family. It has a slender form with 
a Ion/ tail, and a bill us long as its hoa< 
and rather wide at the base, a long am 
strongly built breast bone, and its tongue 
is deeply cleft, with hair on the ends ane 
outside edges of the forked part. Its colo 
Is a mixture of gray, brown aud white 
with pink eyes, but these specimens are 
extremely rare. 


Their nests are made of twigs and weeds 


and are lined with fibrous roots, horse hair 
and cation, sometimes mixed with humai 
hair and cotton cord. They are about six 
inches wide and two inches deep. Thu 
birds do not take much pains in building 
them and they do not seem to try to hide 
them. They select some spot within a fen 
feet of the ground in an orange tree or i 
blackberry bush, and, like their cousiiiF 
the robins, they love to live, near tuedwell 
ings of men. 


This may be owing to the protectioi: 


such pl.vces afford against their natural 
enemies. The hawk, the wildcat, the opqs 
sum and other animals that would disturb 
his peace are likely to shun human abodes 
and the country's being open about such 
places makes the approach of any foe 
readily seen. Tho eggs, as well as (he 
young birds, are much sought after by 
snakes, but the parent birds nre often sue 
cessful in driving them off, ami they are 
always ready to wage war on any intruder 
upon their property. 


In the early spring the female lays from 


three to six eggs, about an inch long and 
of a pale greenish blue color, spotted and 
blotched with light yellowish brown. Then 
she sits on them and keeps them warm, 
and the male bird brings her worms and 
other delicacies during this time and when 
the birds are young. 


When they nre first hatched the birdlings 
are very ugly, for they have long bills that 
are always stretched open for food, and 
scrawny, bare bodies with a few pale yel- 
low hairs scattered over them. But their 
feathers grow very rapidly, and, in about 
two weeks they are full fledged and are 
able to leave the nest, and their father be- 
gins to give them lessons in flying nnd 
singing.—-New York Telegram.

The Revolutionary Mollicrs Were Help- 


ful and Inventive Women. 


Alice Hyneman Rhine, writing upon 


"Women in Industry" in Mrs. Meyer's in- 
teresting compilation of facts concerning 
"Woman's Work in America," gives this 
pleasing picture of the varied activities of 
Yankee women in the Revolutionary pe- 
riod: 


"Whether it was the active outdoor life 


led by thu American women of the Eight- 
eenth century, or the wide awake interest 
circumstances obliged them to take in the 
concerns of the family and of men; whether 
the stirring times in which they moved or 
the deferential attitude of men stimulated 
them to do things that the woman of other 
nations were riot doing, it is certain that 
the American women of a century ago 
were far in advance of their times in all 
things except a knowledge of light litera- 
ture, which the circulating libraries of 
Europe placed within the reach of women 
there, and a scarcity of booki denied them 
here. 


"That this was more of a gain than a 


loss, by giving women time to think, is 
shown in the energy with which they went 
to work in helping to build up the nation. 
They engaged in mercantile affairs with 
such success that, it is said, 'many Boston 
fortunes owed their rise to women.' The 
active interest taken by them in politics 
gave, even before the revolution, some rep- 
resentative women to journalism. Out of 
the seventy-eight newspapers published in 
the colonies, sixteen were edited by women, 
and all but two of them championed tbe 
cause of liberty and justice. 
The first 


paper to publish the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was edited and printed by Mrs 
Reid. 


"In medicine women confined themselves 


to distilling herbs into remedies which it 
was said 'could kill or cure with any of the 
faculty.' In the practice of midwifery his- 
tory has preserved the name of a Mrs. Rob- 
inson, of New London, who continued to 
practice to an advanced age, anil who de- 
livered 1,300 mothers without losing a 
patient. 


"The inventive faculty, so distinctive a 


trait in the character of the American man, 
was also a gift of the American woman. 
How many women were inventors will 
never be known, as they timidly shielded 
their identity behind men. This is said to 
'lave been the case with the cotton gin. 
Credited through all tbe years to Eli Whit- 
ley, modern writers claim that it was the 
'ruit of the inventive powers of Mrs. Na- 
thaniel Greene, widow of General Greene of 
revolutionary fame. 


"The story runs that Mrs. Greene, a na- 


,ive of Rhode Island, and familiar with the 
vorkings of the anchor forge belonging to 
ler husband's father, set her wits to work 
while visiting her Georgia plantations to 
essen the labor of cleansing the cotton. 
When the difficulty was solved she per- 
mitted Mr. Whitney to claim the patent, 
through fear of the ridicule of her friends 
and the loss of social position which recog- 
nition of her work might have entailed." 


How to Give Baby Castor Oil. 


Do not give baby a dose every time he is 


constipated. If the bowels do not move at 
least once every day something is needed 
to make them. After a hearty meal in the 
morning lay the baby on the bed or couch, 
take off the diaper aud place a warm news- 
paper and a bit of cold cloth under him, 
and let him kick for awhile. The warmth] 
liberty aud full stomach will probably 
cause tbe bowels to move. 


If they do not, dip a plug of common 


white soap in castor oil and gently move it 
up the passage. Baby does not object to 
taking oil in this way, and it works like a 
charm. The trouble often is not so much 
that the child is constipated as that the 
lower bowel is not strong enough to per- 
form its office, and'by oiling the passage 
the movement is easily effected. Now wipe 
tbe baby gently with the cloth, and remove 
it with the newspaper to the kitchen stove; 
wash, wipe and vaseline baby, and take 
him up, happy every time, and ready for a 
sound sleep. 


As soon as baby's back is strong enough 


to allow him to sit up place him on the 
chair commode at proper times, and habits 
of neatness will be soon formed which will 
relieve you of much disagreeable work, 
and the child be less liable to attacks of 
sickness.—Cor. Ladies' Home Journal.

Changing their places 
of abode every four or live days, tlie 
Bayagas aro not able to cultivate tlie 
soil. 


They aro groat hunters. Tho ele- 


phant is their principal game, their solo 
weapon of attack being a very sharp 
two edged spear about 5 1 -2 feet in 
length. Physically there is a great 
contrast between tho liayogas and the 
M'fangs.

of eyebrows, which ore continuous, and 
the projection of the cheek bones. The 
neck is vory short, the head set into 
the shoulders, chest broad and well de- 
veloped, tlie arm strong and wrist 
stout, the legs crooked. The dominat- 
ing characteristic of their physiognomy 
is an expression of fear. 


The traveler had not much oppor- 


tunity of studying the women. lie 
noticed, however, tho mutilation of 
their ears, the lobe of which is pierced 
by pieces of wood or ivory, and in this 
way is gradually enlarged until it 
touches the shoulder. Tho Bayagas, 
although polygamisis, do not imitate 
their neighbors or masters, among 
whom a largo number of wives is con- 
sidered to be the greatest evidence of 
wealth. 


Among tho Bayagas there is a pau- 


city of married women, owing largely 
to the family organization, which tends 
to prevent marriages. A man lias often 
only one wife; the cliief two or three. 
Tho family is "patriarchal." The cliief 
(the patriarch) lives with his children 
and grandchildren; sometimes, bat 
rarely, one of his brothers joins the 
community, which never contains any 
but blood relations. 


A young Bayaga when married stays 


with liis wife's family, and he only has 
the right to return to his original com- 
munity and remove liis wife tliither 
when he has a son, and when that son 
lias killed an elephant. The son al- 
ways remains with his mother's group 
to replace her. A Bayaga woman never 
marries any one of another tribe. Their 
language is utterly incomprehensible 
to a stranger, even to the M'fangs.— 
London Times.

Machinery Ban by Foot Power. 


A mechanical power has been in- 


vented by Mr. William Uiley Hunter, of

It" The people demand economy, but 
they do not demand that their official 
representative should travel in a cattle 
c ir, or even in an upper berth of a 
sleeper with a Chicago drummer un- 
derneath and a New York editor 
across the aisle. 
At least not when he 


takes a journey planned on such a scale 
as to be a national event. The Presi- 
dent may run modestly from Washing- 
tan to New York at bis convenience 
on an ordinary train, but when he is 
•pending five weeks in traversing the 
continent the tram that carries him 
becomes, for the time being, the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, and should be fitted 
in a manner to correspond with its 
functions."

hubhurid" tiros quickly of sweet desserts. 
Cottage pudding, meringue custards, corn 
starch and the like pall quickly on most 
palntcs. This is natural, as nature often 
call* unmistakably for greens and acids. 
Gelatine, while not highly nutritive in it- 
self, Is an excellent medium to convey 
nouri.ihment to a Sagging appetite, and if 
soaked in good wine instead of water, a 
lemon and half an orange allowed for each 
half pint, it will be found to make a nutri- 
tious arid appetizing dish. A little whipped 
ciearn is an excellent accompaniment.— 
New York World. 


An excellent and simple wash to keep 


the bauds white and smooth after the oc- 
casional dish washing, which comes to al- 
most all housekeepers, is equal parts of 
vinegar and water. It is a good plan to 
keep a bottle of it prepared and standing 
In the kitchen closet. Wash the hands first 
thoroughly in warm water, wipe them 
dry and rinse thoroughly in the mixture. 
The same preparation is good to remove 
stains from the hands. 


Tlio Living Room. 


The grcatc.it blessing of a small country 


liou&e is a big living room. It should be 
fitted up with light, airy bits of furniture, 
very few draperies, and above all else It 
should have an appearance of comfort. 
This can easily be accomplished at a very 
moderate expense, if one has a little taste 
and originality. Nowadays there are so 
many pretty things to make a room look 
charming. Nothing is more effective and 
serviceable for a light covering to the floor 
than a square of plain ingrain carpeting 
or ingrain filling, as it is usually called. 
This may be had in all colors. The pret- 
tiest are the soft shades of grays, browns 
and greens. Sometimes a border is added, 
but it is really not needed, and only adds 
to the expense. 


The curtains should be of dotted Swiss 


muslin, with ruffles, tied back with apple 
green satin ribbons. 
A large, nearly 


square table for the center of the room can 
be made of pine. The logs may be wound 
with the material used for the cover, which 
should be of a soft gray tinted velour. It 
should nearly touch the floor and be fin- 
ished with a narrow gray fringe. For the 
lounge, go to a reliable furniture store and 
Ret a good one with the best springs. It is 
cheaper in the long run. 


The very low broad divan couches are 


th<9 roost comfortable, covered with velour 
(to match the table), and heaped np with 
three or /our big down or German feather 
pillows.

bronze paint, if desired. It is a cool and 
pretty tint, and blends nicely with the 
gray. A reading lamp should be on the 
center table, along with numerous books 
and magazines. If the table is sufficiently 
large, have a blotter and writing materials 
at one end, with a high bock chair before 
it. A large palm and a bowl of roses, some 
etchings and photographs, or reproductions 
of water colon in white and oak frames on 
UH> wall, a nest'of four oak tables in a cor- 
ner of the room (most convenient for tea 
and twrring refreshments on) and n set of 
low, wide bookshelves, with a few pieces of 
bric-a-brac on the top, an old rose silk or 
cretonne curtain on a pole across the front, 
•lid the result will be an attractive Hum- 
mer room.—New York Truth.
